Cranston filibuster stopped 


Anti-war forces received today Sacramento area, among others, 
what many considered a fina) asking that he support the 
blow to the possibilities for filibuster. As of the morning of 
Congressional action in this the vote, he hadn’t taken a 
session to stop the war in _ position, but the local draft help 


Indochina. The Senate filibuster 
led by Sens. Alan Cranston 
(Calif.) and Mike Gravel (Alaska) 
ended today, with only 27 
Senators voting to continue the 
debate. Senator Cranston’s office 
stated before the vote that they 
were expecting the support of at 
least 37 Senators. His aides would 
not speculate on why the support 
was not forthcoming, but would 
only say at this time, that they 
were very pessimistic about the 
future and would waite to assess 
the vote. 

The current Selective Service Act 
is due to expire on June 30th, and 
war-opponents had hoped to 
block extension of the draft by 
filibustering beyond that date. 
California’s other Senator, John 
Tunney, voted against cloture. His 
office said that he had received 
‘“*‘hundreds of calls’’ from 
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volunteers feel that the 
outpouring from Californians 
influenced his decision. 

Tuesday the Senate passed an 
amendment to the draft extension 
bill which calls for removal of all 
troops from Indochina within 
nine months, contingent upon 
release of American P.O.W.’S. 
There is some speculation that 
this amendment provided an out 
for those Senators who have 
spoken out against the war, but 
were unwilling to cut off the men 
and money to continue it. The 
Mansfield amendment contains no 
provision for an end to funding if 
the nine-month period is not 
complied with. A spokesman for 
Sacramento Draft Help said the 
amendment has “little value, 
because it doesn’t touch the 
purse-strings, and will have no 
effect on the Administration.”

Officially known as The Ballet of 
the Wuerttemberg State Theaters, 
the Stuttgart Ballet is directed by 
John Cranko, a South African. 

Shortly after Cranko took over 
the ballet company in 1961 he 
established a school for ballet in 
Germany headed by Anne 
Wovoliams. Now housed in a new 
million dollar building, the school 
has been supported by a 
joint-effort of state and city 
governments. With this support 
Cranko is able to offer his dancers 
a rare 52-week contract each year 
which has helped to attract some 
of the world’s best artists. 


Cranko found a strong group in 
the company but oriented to the 
opera. When he established the 
school he revitalized the company 
and produced a fresh repertoire. 

Via the dancers’ international 
grapevine about the success of the 
troupe, dancers from al! over the 
world have gone to Stuttgart to 
audition for the company 


Despite international flavoring 
the company has a distinct 
German tradition. Rehearsals

In rebuttal to the public appeal 
being made by the academic 
community to gain support for 
adequate funding for the college 
and university system, Governor 
Ronald Reagan outlined what he 
sees as the problems in 
California's higher education 
system and proposed some 
solutions. In the process, he 
defined his views on the goals of 
higher education and the students’ 
role in the system and society. In 
a luncheon speech to the San 
Francisco Commonwealth Club 
this week, the governor refined 
the art of “Newspeak” to 2 high 
that exceeds Richard Nixon's 
“Power to the People.” 

In defense of academic freedom, 
he proposed to the Regents a 
student Bill of Rights, among

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other things, which is the 
antithesis of his administration's 
record. In order to correlate the 
rhetoric to reality, some 
translation is necessary. He 
proposed as follows: (1) 
‘*Regardiess of their economic 
status, students have an 
opportunity to continue their 
education to the maximum of 
their ability and interest.” 
Translation -- unless, of course, his 
economic status does not provide 
him with the mobility to mive 
from Chico to Long Beach, or if 
he is a continuing EOP student, or 
if he is a self-supporting student, 
priced out of the education 
market. (2) “Students should be 
given enough information about 
higher education to make them 
able to choose within reason their 
own specific goals.” Translation ~ 


students should not be 
encouraged to go to college unless. 
they're sure they can afford to 
obtain a degree and that they will 
fit into the economy upon 
graduation. Education is a good 
thing as long as you know your 
place, and counselors must stop 
putting uppity ideas into your 
head. (3) “Students have a right 
to continue their education 
without interruptions, without 
threats of violence, without 
disorder. And they have a right to 
be taught by a faculty which 
includes teaching as one of its 
highest priorities.” Translation - 
controversy interrupts, threatens, 
and disorders. Teaching translates 
as training. (4) “Finally, they have 
a right to hear and digest all sides 
of all major issues, to weigh 
alternatives which include the 
whole spectrum of America’s 
vatues and political opinions from 
the middle out to and including 
the extremes.” Translation — this 
translates as applying only to 
those situations in which the 
““correct’’ conclusion will be 
drawn.

But for those who 
hold those views, Governor 
Reagan adds a few lines, and finds 
nothing incongruous with his 
above stated definition of 
education’s goals and the 
statement that the university 
should be a place “where truth 
and knowledge can be pursued 
objectively, without fear” where 
“our sons and daughters (may) 
carry forward man’s search for 
knowledge.”

We heard rumors

On Tuesday, about a dozen of us (women students) met with President 
Hyink. We had heard rumors that he planned not to appoint Peg 
McKoane as Dean of Students. We couldn’t believe it. She is the only. 
on-campus candidate; the only one with the invaluable working 
knowledge of how this campus operates and who the people operating 
it are; the only one known by people on this campus. It’s commonly 
assumed that it takes at least a year to begin to know and be known 
enough around here to begin to be effective. And she is the only 
woman candidate on a campus and in a world that is not exactly 
renowned for its abundance of women in positions of authority. And 
besides that, Peg McKoane is an up-front, student-oriented, concerned, 
really decent human being, a rare quality in administrators. So we 
couldn't believe that President Hyink was actually not going to choose 
Peg as Dean of Students. And in the course of talking to him, we found 
out a lot more about Hyink than we did about Peg McKoane’s 
appointment, or rather, we found out what kind of a man it is that 
would refuse to appoint a person like Peg, who was, in his own words, 
“the most important candidate.” 

Bernard Hyink is a don’t rock-the-boat, 
play both-sides-against-the-middle kind of President, and he wants to 
appoint the same kind of person. Case in point: he made it very clear to 
us that he had decided not to appoint her, but when we tried to pin 
him down with an absolute yes or no statement, he consistently 
weaseled out with, “I don’t think she could become Dean of Students 
now,” and “at this time she is not satisfactory.” 

Case in point: He consistently made it clear that the reason he had 
decided not to appoint Peg was because his opinion about her was 
divided, that she was not universally liked. While he had gotten 
petitions with about 500 signatures for her appointment, he had also 
gotten a few letters against her, and that bothered him. The selection 
committee was divided about her appointment. In his own private poll 
he conducted of students, there was division. (This poll was a trip in 
itself, and says something about how alien the student world is to 
Hyink.) He sent letters to all the Presidents of organizations on campus 
the last week of school, got about 50 per cent response, one third 
didn’t know Peg, the other two thirds (40 people) were divided, and he 
thought that was a random sample of student opinion. We decided 
afterwards that was sort of like President Nixon getting the pulse of the 
people by interviewing the President of General Motors, Bank of 
America, etc. How many students even belong to organizations? And 
the final and we felt the most decisive (for him) area of divided opinion 
about Peg was from some people in student personnel, especially 
counselling. He got visits from several who were up-tight about Peg’s 
involvement in sensitivity groups (a violation of their professional egos, 
we felt).

Peg is a part of this group and 
has worked closely with us all in getting changes on campus She, in 
fact, began the battle with the Academic Senate last fali and we only 
joined her later. She was working to get more women appointed to 
committees, a change in teh language of job descriptions, where the 
personal pronoun “he” is always used, to “he/she”, and a4 woman 
consultant to investigate cases of sex discrimination on impus 
Working with her, we were able to get these (and other) changes 
accepted through the system, plus the beginning of a Women’s Studies 
Program. 

Had we worked without an administrator who had some authority and 
incredibly necessary knowledge, it is hard to say what kinds of 
frustrations we might have met and what actions we might have taken 

But, of course, this kind of administrator, while enabling quiet a 
change to take place, makes a lot of people uptight It’s compounded 
when the people are mostly male administrators and she’s a woman 
working for women’s equality 

Some women on campus are filing a class discrimination suit with the 
Department of Health, Education, and Welfar It’s especially ironic 
that one of the cases that HEW will especially want to investigate ts that 
of a qualified woman administrator who was passed-over for a male 
candidate. And that woman did more than any administrator this year 
to undo the injustices that the case will bring to light

Oak Park 
walking the beat

Sacramento Urban League 
President, Joe Cooper, 
attorney-at-law and an obvious, if 
reluctant, leader of the black 
community says: “I can see some 
advantages to having the police 
walk a beat in Oak Park. At least 
the people could get to know the 
cops and the cops could get to 
know the people in the 
community. The important thing, 
is the quality of the police officers 
assigned to the area; whether the 
police will have the culture and 
social training to understand and 
deal with the people in the 
community.” 

Cooper was talking about the 
police walking a beat in 
“downtown” Oak Park at 35th 
Street and Broadway. The idea of 
the beat was a part of the 
Sacramento Police Department's 
community relations program, 
which was Sgt. Harry Hogan’s 
brain child; Hogan is black, but 
his community relations idea hit a 
snag when it advocated a 
community profile on area 
residents. The profile would have 
crept into the private lives of Oak 
Parkers, and was deleted by 
William J. Kinney, chief of police 
after several stormy meetings with 
Oak Park residents. 

The SACRAMENTO BEE later 
conducted a poll which reportedly 
revealed that 90 percent of the 
area residents favor both the 
community relations office and

the beat walkers. This reporter 
asked people on 35th Street how 
they felt about it. As the reader 
may, or may not have expected, 
the answers ran the ghetto gamut, 
from verbal revolutionary to 
pathetic, to suave commentary. 
Joe Cooper: 

“Perhaps there is some validity 
to this theory of jobs, as long as 
there is going to be fair and 
impartial administration of justice 
for that particular community.” 
Cooper concluded saying, “I just 
think ‘hat whatever happens, the 
people in the community should 
have an active role in it, and, not 
be vicarious beneficiaries of 
somebody else's policies.” 

Glenn Holmes was waiting on 
several customers in the WINE 
CELLAR. He says, “Heli, they 
should have been here all the 
time! Damn businesses and things 
wouldn’t be in the spot that 
they’re in if they had been doing 
their jobs. Ain’t a damn thing 
wrong with having the police walk 
a beat in Oak Park! If you're a 
wrong doer,” claims Holmes, 
“You don’t want the police no 
where around you; if you are not 
a wrong doer, you don’t care if 
they put the police in your back 
yard. I'm for it one hundred 
percent,”’ he says. 

Standing outside the WINE 
CELLAR were three teenagers: “I 
ain't talking...” “If they don't 
fuck with me, 1 won't fuck with 






As you drive into the valley looking left then right, 
there are camper trucks, tents, cars, people, garbage, 
smog, more people, and Curry Company. That's 
Yosemite in the summer time. 

Throngs of people crowding themseives into the 
valley floor to get away from it all, wherever it is that 
they are getting away from, arriving to find that they 
really brought it all with them, along with everybody 
else. In the evenings the sky becomes clouded with 
smoke and the smell of dinner being cooked on 
Coleman stoves, and in camper truck kitchenettes. 

The National Park Service in recent summers has 
started to get up tight with some of the visitors, 
mostly long haired “hippies” and young people who 
come to get high on something besides the altitude. 
Yosemite Valley is polluted and it is going to get 
worse. 

But this summer something new is in store in 
Yosemite. The concern for the environment and the 
protection of the park has finally come home to roost 
with the people who run the park, the National Park 
Service. So this year the Yosemite Mountaineering 
School plans six “minimum impact” backpack trips 
into the Sierra High Country. The first began on June 
20th, with the other five scheduled for July 1, August 
7, 15, 24, and September 1, each one lasting a week. 

Mountaineering School Director Wayne Merry says 
they will include some easy, non-technical climbing 
and not too difficult backpacking for the novice. The 
plan, according to Merry, is, “one night we'll sleep on 
a mountain top. Every night will be in a different 
High Sierra location.” 

The hope is to demonstrate on these trips ways in 
which numbers of people can enjoy the Sierra High 
Country, find the off trail solitude and the experience 
they seek, and still leave it undisturbed for others to 
follow and enjoy. 

The only real hang up for many people will be the 
cost of such a trip. These “minimum impact” trips, 
including food and a guide fee, run $60 per person 
for one week. But perhaps this is a significant step, a 
“minimum impact” by man on his environment 
Indeed it will be interesting to see the results in this 
program that is open to the public. You can 
participate by contacting Wayne Merry, Yosemite 
Park and Curry Co., Yosemite, CA.

Business was siow in BIG 
GENE’S -— a lone fellow sits at the 
bar, a beer in his right fist, talking 
to Ursula, the blonde haired 
barmaid. This reporter asked her 
how she felt about having the 
police on the beat outside. She 
claims, now that she knows the 
police are there, and that she 
doesn’t have to call for them in 
the advent of trouble, she feels 
much better. 

Melvir: Watson looks at Ursula, 
but talks to this newsman, saying 
that less than 100 people were on 
the streets during the day, and 
that the police were not needed in 
the Oak Park business district, 
“really.” Watson declares, “They 
(the police) act like we are cattle, 
we should be corralled and 
watched. They consider us to be 
wild and ignorant, not as people,” 
Watson claims with some heat in 
his low voice. “They don’t think 
we are human; we are human!” 
Watson says that if Ursula has to 
call the police, she should have a 
telephone behind the bar. 

“| just try to get out of here as 
quick as | can,” says a lady who 


does not reside in Oak Park but 


works there. The lady wears a 
smile the entire time she talked as 
her two very pretty little girls 
played at her feet. “I don’t want 
no bricks and bottles to go the 
wrong way. They might 
accidentally get me...I just keep 
clear.” 

“Yes,” she says looking up from 
her chair near the window, “| 
think the police should be here. 
Because if it wasn’t for the police, 
somewhere near, | don’t think I 
would come this way. For 
example, | stood down there (Sth 
Avenue and 35th Street) on the 
corner one afternoon, and those 
kids were throwing bottles from 
every direction! I’m trying to 
catch a bus to go home and 
bottles coming from ev*ry 
which-a-way. It so happened that 
two young girls came up and 
called those guys everything, 
inside and out, that they could 
think of, and told them, if they 
threw another one, they would 
have to throw it through them. 
That’s the only thing that 
protected me and my little 
children from being ‘bottled’. So, 
I think they need more, if 
anything.” 

One of the lady’s co-workers 
told this reporter that the Oak 
Park Fashion Shop has had it’s 
windows broken more than he 
cared to think about. He knew 
this guy was glad to have the 
police walking a beat outside his 
store. Inside the shop, we found 
fear and, “Well, we just don’t get 
involved in anything like that.” 
Involved in anything like 
what?-Driving into the area 
everyday or, spending eight hours 
of each week day here?

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Americanism comes 
to Boy's State 


The American Legion’s annual Boys State 
conference was held for 30 years at the Old State Fair 
grounds. However, since those old brick buildings on 
Stockton Blvd. and Broadway have been left to 
decay, Boys State has had \o go elsewhere. 

Earlier this week the boys Staters - some 850 high 
school juniors from ail over California — set up camp 
in buildings A and B of the new State Fair ground at 
Cal Expo for the first time ever. The HORNET 
decided to crash the honeymoon. 

We arrived at noon on Tuesday, just in time to 
witness what we were told was becoming a mealtime 
tradition...the Alka-seltzer riot. The boys, taking their 
cue from that well known t.v. commerical, began 
banging their fists on the tables and shouting 
“ Alka-seltzer...Alka-seltzer...Alka-seltzer!” 

It was a short, well behaved riot and most 
entertaining. Later, we asked some of the boys still 
queued up outside for the noon meal how they felt 
about the week's repast. Amid the groans and rolling 
eyeballs, one youth replied, “it’s not fit for humans, 
not even pigs.”’ (One of the Legion advisers, a young 
Marine from L.A., said “Well let's just say the food 
isn't what mom used to make. Yesterday we had 
‘shit-on-a-shingle’.”’) 

Who gets to come to Boys State we asked’ 

“Outstanding juniors from all over the state,” 
replied one Legionnaire “but nobody has a right to 
come here. The boys are sponsored by Legion Posts 
we pay the bills and we decide who comes.” 

The offical Boys State pamphlet describes the event 
as a “laboratory of practical political science.” The 
Legion advisers, that we talked to, asserted that Boys 
State was an important part of their 
‘‘Americanization program...to promote 
Americanism.” They admired boys who were 
‘‘outstanding academically, showed leadership 
qualities, were good in sports.” 

Promoting “Americanism” at Boys State is not 
always an easy job. Last year several young men 
declined to salute the flag. Another group refused to 
attend the mandatory church services. The 
Legionnaires, hoping to avoid similar problems this 
year, have had each boy sign an agreement to the

effect that he will salute the flag and attend church 
services while at Boys State 

Dissent, however, has not been altogether stifled 
Steve Angle, writing in the official Boys State 
newspaper, asked the following questions: “What 
type of people are these who supposedly uphold and 
honor our great constitution but yet break one of the 
most cherished articles in the Bill of Rights, Article 2 
The freedom of religion? What type of people are 
these who judge a person by the Iength of his 
hair?...What type of people are the associated 
members of the depreciating American Legion?” 

The real business of Boys State is the election of 

mock city, county, and state governments. The boys 
are divided up into two parties, Whig and Federalist. 
The parties draft platforms and run candidates in the 
“elections.” Here also, the Legion has had a few 
problems. Last year, the boys took a pretty hard line 
on ecology and narrowly missed passing legislation 
calling for a definite withdrawal date of American 
troops froi Viet Nam. 

It seems that the “get out now” plank may well 
survive in both platforms this year.
